B. k. Egan, who wa> lost iu tr Belton, 
M ontana, last 
id: 
T he rem ains of the late B F. Egan, 
superin ten d en t ot the Great Northern, 
were found ab out 10:25 o’cs-. k on the 
j m orning of Jun e 
1, 
Tb e searching 
pa’ tv 
headed 
b y Chari ^ Em m ons 
found the b ody iu the tim b ered hills, 
ab out one and one half miles south of 
Belton and ab out one mile from the 
rajirqad track. 
It was only two miles 
from where Dr. Houston and Mr. Egan 
separated on the afternoon of Nov em 
her I, and was only ab out one mile 
lrom Crescent lake, around which b oth 
n eu had hunted. 
M hen found Mr 
Egan was lying 
upon b is stom ach with his right hand 
doub led under his b reast and his left 
hand under his shoulder, 
showing 
plainly t ha t he had fallen and p ut out 
his left hand to stop the full. 
From 
a! appearances he nev er mov ed after 
he had fallen. 
His head was resting 
upon a log, the right cheek touching 
the log. the left clock b eing exposed 
to the elements. 
A small snag ab out 
an inch and a hair long aud half an 
inch in diam eter was pressed into the 
right temple. 
His legs were close to­ 
gether w ith his left foot ov er the 
| r.ght. 
A care!ul exam ination was made of 
the remains, which had lain 
in the 
woods for ab out sev en months, afte r 
which the clothing 
had b een cut 
away, it was discov ered tha t he had 
not a single wound upon his b ody 
in 
any place, showing conclusiv ely tha t 
all rumors, and talk ab out his hav ing 
b e e n s hota n d otherw ise foully dealt 
with were ab solutely w ithout founda­ 
tion. 
His b ody was in good sta te of 
preserv ation when the clothing 
wa s 
remov ed. T he head and face was b ad- 
leoomposed and b eyond recognition. 
I pon his ciothing was found his watch 
which former employes in the east 
had giv en him, w ith his nam e inscrib - 
o I therein; his knife, m atches and 28 
cartridges. 
His 
gun 
and 
compass 
were uot found. 
T he rem ains were b rought to Kaiis- 
pell, and. as the jury was in a tte n d ­ 
ance at b ody on Monday, it was ship­ 
ped to Npokane this morning. 
T he 
v erdict of the juryi is as follows: 
“ We,the coroner’s jury, after hav ing 
heard ail the ev idence of the m any 
witnesses and after hav ing made a 
careful and close exam ination of the 
rem ains of Ben. F. Egan, deceased, 
where the sam e were found in the 
m ountains near Lake Fiv e, in F iat- 
head county, M ontana, hereb y render 
the following v erdict: 
We fully b e­ 
liev e tha t Ben F. Egan m et his d eath 
on or ab out Nov emb er 4, 1902, b y fall­ 
ing and strikiug his head upon a dead 
log with snag upon the 
same, and 
when he fell his head struck said log 
and a snag thereon, rendering hirn un 
„ conscious, from which he chilled and 
♦ died, nev er regaining his conscious

Of the total, H7 signals were posi­ 
tively obeyed, or 97 per cent of the 
total. 
The officer 
sending

figures says; 
“ The difference in the 
number of tests made on the differ­ 
ent divisions is to be explained hy the 
fact that on some of the divisions the 
traffic is very light. 
Every one of 
these tests was made purposely by one 
of the division officials. Approximate­ 
ly the same number of tests is made 
on each division each 
montn. 
On 
division 
No. 
1 
will he noted there 
were two tests disobeyed. 
Only one 
of these, however, was considered of 
sufficient importance to require any 
discipline to be administered and in 
t hat case the engineman was suspend­ 
ed sixty days. 
The other case was a 
minor one, Die signal being passed hy 
only about a car length. 
It was 
caused by an insufficient application 
of the air, the engineman noticing the 
signal 
and 
endeavoring

obey 
it.

visions where no disobedience 
was 
detected there are no automatic sig­ 
nals; while on the other three, nearly 
or quite all of Die 
block 
signals 
are automatic. 
In the absence of fig­ 
ures showing either train mileage or 
number of signals in service this re­ 
port is of limited value; but it has the 
distinction, we believe, of being the 
first of its kind ever published. 
The 
three per cent of failures would be in­ 
creased to something over five per cent 
if we were to exclude those divisions 
where there are no automatic signals; 
but, on the othes hand, the percent­ 
age might perhaps be greatly reduced 
if we could include every 
train move 
ment at every signal on the divisions 
which have automatics.
